UNDER THE SHADOWS OF TRINITY. 
THE CITY OF THE DEAD. 

To the occasional visitor of the great City of 
New York there are countless objects which de- 
light and surprise, many that pain and astouish ; 
but to the dreamer, idler, or antiquarian, tum- 
ble-down rookeries, or time-blistered, decaying 
buildings looming up through the years, are rich 
with associative interest. 

Sauotering down Broadway through the crush 
of the hurrying crowds to the head of Wall 
street, whose ceaseless din resounds so loudly 
throughout the whole commercial world, one will 
almost resistlessly pause before the City of tho 
Dead to pass beneath the shadows of Trinity. 

Although the edifice, grand, unique, and im- 
posing, has stood but liitle more than four de- 
cades, yet, as it rests among the dead of two 
centuries, and its dim and time-worn walls, 
gathering additional interest from ite present 
strange location, zie monastic and solemn like 
a boly man among a restless people, it cannot 
but compel mute reverence, and compel strange, 
weird tboughts that fantastically follow each other 
like its own shadows flitting upon the broken 
nead-stones over the choked and leveled graves. 
Such thoughts will come to vou aod me who are 
strangers to it; but to those who have looked 
upon it daily for years, giving it no heed or 
place among more practical matters, it has be- 
come as void of interest as the little farm- houses 
and all the common things behind the hills. 

Bat in old-style letter upon a dingy stone pre- 
served over the inner entrance is the iuscription 
of the iormer edifice consecrated 1790: 

TRINITY CHURCH 
Was founded in the year 1696, 
Enlarged and beautified in 1737, 

And entirely destroyed in the great 
Conflagration of the City. Set. 21, A. D. 1776, 
This BUILDING was 
erected on the site of the former 
CHURCH 
In the year 1788, 

The present edifice was begun in 1831, and 
completed in 1846. It has cost nearly $1,000,- 
000. The entire height of the spire is 284 feet, 
and midway between base and apex is a grand 
chime of bells nine in number. 

To climb to the bells and sit familiarly among 
them; to eye their thick drunkard-tongnes ; to 
pat their russet old shoulders as if you knew of 
all tbeic witchery and secret connivance ; to re- 
member their sacrifice in the furnace and their 
despair at the rast, dust, aod slavery that have 
fallen upon them; to dream of the memories 
both sad and sweet that linger in their chime ; 
that they have leaped and shouted, tolled and 
wailed ; and that from awav back, where the years 
grow dim aod undefined, their cheerful, musical 
confusion, or their dismal wrang ing bave aiways 
meant more than a thousand books could reveal ; 
aod then, to look forward through the years and 
wonder how many strange bands will give 
these old bells voices, and of the cheery or weary 
hearts of which those voices will be the glad or 
despairing exponents,—is to pass a long and a 
bitter-sweet time in dreamland ! 

Far above the bells you will come to a hitle 
room like a holiow truncated cone, where a pair 
of swallows might live comfortably were they 
not given to quarreling, and iu this yop can be 
assured that you are 198 feet towards heaven. 
The wind moans weirdly about vou, and you feel 
a giddy, yet pleasant, sense of insecurity steal- 
ing over you: while the sounds of the street 
creep up in baif-caugbt, far-off murmurs, like 
pleasant voices growing fainter and stiller in 
some dreamland reverie. 

From this height dare, overlook the entire city. 
You see Harlem River losing itself between 
Long Island and the gruff hilis of Westchester; 
Spuyten Duyfel stealiog through the marshes at 
the feet of the grand bluffs of the Isiand; to its 
west the Palisades; in the dim far-away of the 
north, just a glimpse of the legend-haunted 
Catskills; while you receive a shadowy sense of 
the vastness of comnierce as your eye follows 
the miles of wharves and shipping of Hoboken 
and Jersey City, wasbed by the broad, majestic 
Hudson. To the east is seen Brooklyn, City of 
Churches; below it, Greenwood, where 
Between the city and the murm’rous sea 

The dead are resting ‘neath the summer sky ; 


At rest in silence and in mystery, 
While dreamily the distant sails glide by. 


So near the lave and lapsing of the sea: 


‘s hands ! 


O solemn silence! brooding oe the biest ; 

O friendly shade and earth’s green velveting ! 
O wayside inn ! where Weary sous may rest; 

Here peace eternal folds within its wing ! 

To the south lies the beautiful bay studded with 

jous islands; beyond the Highlands of the 
eversink, glimpses of whose rugged wave- 
wasbed sides have lighted the eyes and thrilied 
the hearts of millions of incoming wanderers, 
and then—the blue sea. 

It is a grand sight, and, were it possible, such 
@ place with its inspiring associations might 
be fitly chasen to work out some grand design. 

A quiet air of rusticity. bomeliness,.and rest 
seems to pervade the locality. The stout iron 
pickets guard it from sacrilegious loungers, and 
repel the vuigar public; while ali that the public 
can do is to insert its inquisitive nose and gaze 
at the headstones as though they were grim 
sign-boards of some suspicious underground 
trade. Some look at the graves im a scared, 
trembling way and hurry on. Men have always 
been inquisitive about the tomb; but to some 
its silence and mystery are awful. A strange, 
sweet seizure will possess you as you wander 
about the solemn aisies of Trinity; and the pict- 
ures of the saints; the grand, sombre arches 
baif-lighted with a mellowed richness which 
dreamy. touches them from the flow-

ter of the place, to dream an hour away among 
the sombre surroundings; and, if you can elude 
the vigilant eye of the sexton, 4 brisk little 
fellow. who is truly a condensed Dutch 
colony of himeelf—until he locks the 
iron gates with a loud slam, and jingles and clat- 
ters away into the dusk that is fast wrappiag up 
his importance, yon are just ready to give your- 
self up to a weird, strange spell, and to feel 
that you have secured sacred companionship. 
You nod familiarly to the grinning gargoyles, 
while a swift intelligence links your thought to 
the hands which rudely chiseled them, and the 
times of which they area rude exponent. You 
trace the ancient lettering, seeking whose ac- 

uaintance will 2 ou furthest back among 
the years,and you fin t one Richard Churcher 
was lucky enoagh to die in 168l1—nearly 200 
yearsago! You find interest here. You place 
your hand upon the stone and wonder, perhaps, 
how long it will be before it mingles with him 
whose name it bears; and bow many more hands 
will touch it, as yours does now, if time be as 
patient as it has been; aod a vast throng of 
fancies flit through your mind until you stumble 
upon the leveled stone that tells you tbat poor 
Charotte Temple at last found rest—aod, we 
trust, peace. Near this is a crumbling stone 
bearing the quaint legend : 

Here lyeth a wee childe, 
Tooken before she got wilde. 

A little half-defaced cross—a mere scratch— 
upon the stone proteciing the Livingstone 
manor vault, indicates thai Robert Fulton is 
asleep; while Hemilton, Lawrence, and hua- 
dreds whose names are brighter in men’s mem- 
ories than upon centotagh or obelisk, are at rest 
in this quiet placa, the one only secure retreat 
from the turmoil of Gotham. 

You would linger longer here, but the dusk 
comes down, the lights flare out upon the great 
city, and the shadows close about the shadows 
under the shadows of Trinity.

THE DIOCESAN CONVENTION, 
WHAT IT WILL HAVE TO DO, 
To the Editor af The Chicago Irioune; 

Cuicaco, Aug, 20.—Canon Knowles, as Secre- 
tary of the Convention of Llinois, has issued 
bis notice for the reguiar annual meeting of the 
Convention Tuesday, Sept. 14, and the election 
of a Bishop, or putting the diocese in commis- 
sion, are some Of the quertions which occupy the 
minds of Episcopalians in the diocese, so that 
its regular and legitimate business falls quite 
into the background. These questions have 
been almost inevitably excited by the circular is- 
sued some time ago by Messrs. Judd, Sheldon, 


Larrabee, and Page to all the clergy and parish- | 
es whom they supposed they could influence, 


and subsequently published ia Das Ontoasco 
Taisung and Times. They have been intensi- 
fied by an interview with Cbancelior Judd, re- 
ported in Tae Trrsune last week, and repeated 
with indigaa non, excited by the cool impudence 
of a leading editorial in the Times of Sunday, 
Aug. 15, 

All these things suggest to us a review of the 
situation of the Diocese of Illinois within the 
last year since the death of its late Bishop 
Whitehouse, more particularly with reference to 
its fruitless efforts to obtain a Bishop, what is 
now proposed, and what are the prospects in 
that direction, These events have now become 
a matter of history. Prot. Seymour, of the New 
York Theological Seminary, was, 6n the 16th of 


September, 1874, declared to be elected Bishop | 


by the Convention of Dlinouws, then in session, 
The legality of this election has been called in 
question, sad is very doubtful, the lay vote being 
vitiated by the votes of the Chancellor of the 
Diocese an 1 the Chancellor of the Cathedral, to 
both of which strong objections have been made, 
and without which Prof. Seymour did not re- 
ceive a majority of all the votes cast. Notwith- 
standivg this, the credentials of Prof. Seymour 
as Bishop-elect of Illinois were forwarded to the 
General Convention of the Protestant Episcopal 
Church, convened in the City of New York in 
October, 1874. According to the Constitution 
and Canous of the Episcopal Church in the 
United States, no one can be acknowledged 
as the Beshop of any Diocese in said Church un- 
less his election bas been approved by the Gen- 
eral Convention when in session, or during its 
recess by a majority of the Standing Committees 
of the fully organized Dioceses of the same. A 
concurrence Of boch orders, liberal and Jay, is 
also required for such action in the General 
Convention. Aftera careful examination and 
full discussion of his character and qualitications 
for the Episcopate, extending over many days, 
Prof. Seymour failed to obtain thé vote neces- 
sary for his confirmation, and so the Diocese of 
Illinois continued without a Bishop. To meet 
this difficulty a Special Convention of the Diocese 
was called and held from the 3d to the Sth of 
February, 1875. 

At this Convention Dr. De Koven was pro- 

sed as a candidate forthe vacant Bishopric. 

o this nomination it was objected that he 
was obnoxious to the same objections as Prof. 
Seymour, and that there was no probability of 
his being approved by the Stending Committee 
of the Church if he were elected. That Prof. 
Seymour had been rejected by the General Con- 
vention on account of his convection with the 
Ritualistic movement, and that, although Prof. 
S. e many ardent friends who represented bim 
in the General Convention had denied these 
charges, yet be could not obtain the vote neces- 
sary for his confirmation as Bishop of Illinois; 
bat that the position of Dr. De Koven was much 
more objectionable than that of Prof. Seymour, 
and that Dr. De Koven was regarded throughout 
the Church a8 the abiest leader and most 
ingenious defender of Ritualism. That it 
was in fact hie speeches, at least as 
much as — r else, that created the ex- 
citerneni, and the action of the 
General Convention against Ritualism. That his 
statements in the Genersi Conveution at Balti- 
more in 1871 on the subject of Ritualistio adora- 
tion had not only shocked and alarmed the 
Charch. but awakened general attention to the 
subject. causing the serious apprehension 
as to the tendency of such teaching on this sub- 
ject, which has so long been the debating ground 
and line of distinction between Protestants and 
Romanists. That it was those speeches of Dr. 
De Koven in Baltimore that bad lost him his 
election as Bishop in Massachusetts aod Wiscon- 
sin, and chat so concentrated the public opinion 
of the Church as to mske the Canon on Ritual 
pass thro 


Dr. De Koven was e 
Lo and the laity, who 


ded or emphatic. It refuses to 
receive Dr. De Koven as one of its Bishops. 
What, now, do Dr. De Koven's friends in the 


policy recommended by a eee 
of these gentlemen. However carefully dis- 
guised, and with whatever fair pretexts urged, it 
amounts simply to this: That the Diocese of II- 
linoiw shall refuse to submit to the decision of 
the whole American Church, shall insist u 
the election of Dr. De Koven, refuse to elect 
any one else, and so maintain a state of chronic 
rebeilion until the General Convention or the 
Standing Committees can be forced into accept- 
ing and confirming Dr. De Koven, Prof. Sey- 
mour, or any one else whom they please to nom- 
inate to them. Ina word, these gentlemen pro- 
pose to inaugurate a revolution in the Govern- 
mentof the Episcopal Charch in the United 
States, to make each diocese independent. 
aod thus to destroy the unity and 
solidarity of the Church in this 
country. A presentation of the main points iu 
these two articies, which evidently have a com- 
mon origin, will make this plain: 

First—The circular commences by saying: 
** We are satistied that it ia the very general de- 
sire of those who supported Dr. De Koven for 
Bishop at the Special Convention in February 
last, and of some who did not then support him, 
to secure his consecration if it be possible.” 
From which it is plain that, though the great 
body of the Church bas deciared that it does not 
wish to have Dr. DeK. among its Bishops, they 
are determined, if they can in any way effect it, 
oe bim in that position. 

nd—Tbe Times’ editorial argues that there 
is no man io the American Church worthy to take 
the place which it insists shail be reserved 
for Dr. De Koven and given to him alone, to-wit: 
the Bishopric of Lilinois. It says: It is argued 
that the Diocese suffers for want of an Episconal 
head.. True, but might it not suffer more wita 
an Episcopal head who would be feeble, distaste- 
ful, and uutitted for his work ? If so, then pa- 
tient waitiag will be no loss. Attention is called 
to the Episcopal failures of the Church, where 
Bishops bave been elected in haste, and both 
diocese and Bishop bave repented very soon and 
very long. A mere Bishop is not the desidera- 
tum, but one who is fitted for the office and work 
of a Bishop.” According to this, our stock for 
Bishovs in the American Courch has been for 
some time exhausted. Not only is Dr. De Koven 
the only one that the Diocese of illinois can now 
obtain for this purpose, but ioceees have 
saffered terribly because they did not take the 
only man now known to be fit forguch a Hon. 
But our confidence in this judgment is greatiy 
shaken when we remember how tly it differs 
from that of the great body of the American 
Charch. The writer seems to think that Dr. 
De Koven is the only man that the Diocese of 
lilinows can find who is at all fit to be a Bishop. 
But the American Churen has, through its 
Standing Committees, by a majority of nearly 
three to one, decided that Dr. De Koven is alto- 
gether anfitted for this office, and that the Dio- 
— made a very grave mistake in selecting him 

or it. 

hird— This sage editorial proceeds to tell us 
that, In all life selections there ought to be 
more than ordinary care.“ Very true indeed. 
Bat who does not understand that the Diocese 
of Ilmois could make no greater mistake in 
this most important matter than by selecting as 
16 Bishov a man who does not enjoy the confi- 
dence of the Church generally, of whom the 
representatives of more than one-half, neariy 
tonree-fourths, of our dioceses have said that he 
ehould not be a Bishop, and that the Diocese of 
Illinois committed a great mistake in electing 
him ? 

Fourth—But Mr. Judd, and the other gentle- 
men who bave undertasen with him to dictate 
the course that the Diocese of Lilinois should 
pursue, proceed to t@li us that the Standing 
Committees were mistaken in their judgment, 
and that they may be brought to take a differen: 
view of the matter, reconsider their vote, and 
confirm Dr. De Koven as Bishop of Llimois. 
They say, There is no doubt that 
the failure thus far to secure the 
necessary cousent to his consecration 
is due to a misunderstanding of the views held 
by our Bishop-elect in regard to the Holy 
Facbarist. A proper conception of those views 
can be gained only by a careful examination of 
what he has said in somewhat leugthy speeches 
and writings; and this fact may account for the 
continued misuoderstanding tust exists. There 
is little, if any, question that a brief, pointed 
explanation of those views by the Bishop-elect, 
in reply toa uest to that end from the Con- 
vention of the Diocese, would secure his speedy 
consecration.” 

That is certainly a very remarkable view of the 
case. Dr. De Koven, it is declared, was rejected 
by the Standing Committees because they mis- 
understood his views on the Eucharist, which 
views he has explained at great length, in various 
speeches, sermons, and publications, for many 
years past. But it is confidentiy asserted 
that if he will now give 2 brief ex- 
planation of them, he will make them 
so clear that everybody will understana them, 
and so acceptable that no one will have any ob- 
ection to them! These gentlemen certainly 
ave a very singular appreciation of Dr. De 
Koven, and remarkable faith in bis ability. He 
has failed to make himself understood by long 
explanations and expositions, persevered in for 
many years, but now, in a fow brief sentences, 
thrown off, perhaps, la as many minutes, be will 
make the doctrine and his orthodoxy as clear as 
the light! How is chat? Will it de some new 
ight that Dr. De Koven has received, or will it 
be the result of the socratic method of investi- 
gation to be pursued by the Diocese of Lilinois 
under the guidance of the clear-headed Chancel- 
lor of the Diocese? But we beg leave to

The circular and the Times editorial tell us 
that the editors of the Diocese—a small monthly 
published at Knoxville. III., by the Principal of 
the Young Ladies’ Seminary in that place—take 
their views of these matters.

No mau has better op unities for understand- 
ing the needs of the Diocese for Episcopal su- 
pervision, aod we are assured that he and others 
of the most pronounced friends of Dr. De Koven 
will give no countenance to this scheme. Neither

REPORT OF THE SUNDAY-SCHOOL UNION. 

The fifty-first annual report of the American 
Sunday-school Union, which has just been pub- 
lished, gives interesting statistics of the progress 
of its work during the past year throughout the 
vast tield of its labors. During the year the As- 
sociation has published about 960 maps, dia- 
grams, class-books, aud numerous periodicals 
for use among the Sunday-schools of America. 
The Normal Secretary reports that the growth 
and interest in Bible study and Bible readiog 
through the adoption and general use of the 
system of international lessons has great- 
ly increased the demand throughout the 
country for instruction a8 to the 
methods of Sunday-school work. In ad- 
dition to the oral instruction in mee owed 
i ference exercises, is- 
— spa | — have been delivered 
upon this ial subject. The same report in- 

ndes a carefullv-prepared summary of the 


“missionsty work of the Union for the past year 


throughout the Northwest and Soathwest, and 
also Michigan, the Pacific Coast, Pennsylvania, 
New Jersey. Ohio, Indiana, New York, New En- 
gland, and Kansas. In the various fields of its 
work thus cited the Union has organized 1,253 


new Sunday-schools, appointed 6,450 new teach 


ers, iastructed 43,049 scholars, and visited 
or sided 8,098 additional schools. There 
were also 13,825 families visited by the 
missionaries. The Union expresses its gratitude 
to the American Bible Society for the generous 
eid given to ite works by liberal grants of 
Bibles and Testaments to supply needy schools. 
The report further states that the introduction 
of the American Sunday-school system on the 
European Continent has been heartily under- 
taken and vigorously prosecuted by the London 
Sunday-sehoo! Union, which employs several 
Jundav-school missionaries in Germany, France, 
Switzerland, and elsewhere. The latest report 
of the American Committee records the follow- 
ing gratifying sxccess of the forei work of 
the Union : In Germany 1,218 Sundey-schoals 
have been established, 8,643 teachers appointed, 
and 81,785 scholars instructed; in Franco 
990 schools have been established, com- 
ising 41,520 scholars; in Spain there have 
—.— established 20 schools, with 05 teachers, 
and 1,000 scholars ; in Italy 90 schools are car- 
ried on, receiving an attendance of 1,000 
scholars, while in Switzerland about 60@schools 
have been established, numbering 2,096 teach- 
ers end 46,3870 scholars. In Brazil, Chili. New 
Granada, México, Zacatecas, etc., Sunday- 
echgols are also in operation upon the Americaa 
lan. The receipts of the Union for the year, 
legacies and other sources, have amounted 
to $90,079.65, and the expenditares for salaries, 
boots, and other requisites, to $89,085.03.

THE CHURCH IN GENERAL. 

One of the largest dioceses in the world is 
that of Brsbane, in Western Australia. It 
covers 978,000 square miles of area. The Rev. 
Dr. Mathew B. Hale, now Bishop of Perth, 
Western Australia, will, it is expected, be ap- 
pointed to it.

The Centennial Committee of the ‘* Church of 
God” (Winebtennariaus) have determived to 
publish 50,000 copies of s pamphlet descriptive 
of the rise, progress, faith, and practice of their 
Church for distribution during the Centennial 
Exposition in Philadelphia. Space has been 
secured by them for their use in the Exposition 
Building. 

A candidate for ajvacant vicarage in England 
announces an invention of bis own which may 
prove to be useful. It is a peculiar arrangement 
of the pulpit, with a clock to give warning. 
When at the end of a half hour, the clock sounds 
an alarm, if the preacher does not conclude 
within three minutes, down comes the pulpit, 
with the parson and the rest of the appendages. 


At a spirited meeting of the Jewish congrega- 
tion Ohaber Shalom, of Boston, Mass., held 
lately, the question of family pews was discussed. 
The debate was warm and protracted. Frequent 
reference was made to the case of the Bnaj 
Jesburt, recently decided in New York, and 
especially to the affidavits presented on that 
occasion. The motion to introduce pews was 
finally defeated. 

The Methodists in the State of New Jersey 
have 68,000 communicants, 400 pastors, 400 local 
preachers, 609 churches, valued at $4,000,000, 
and 205 parsonages, valued at $833,000. There 
are 68,000 children in the Sunday-schools. Du- 
ring the year, $540,000 were raised for all church 
purposes. The Methodist schools in the State 
ate the Pennington Seminary, at Pennington, 
the Centenary Collegiate Institute, at Hacketts- 
town, and the Drew Theological Seminary, at 
Madison. There is also a Home, at Morristown, 
tor the orphans of foreign missionaries, with 
property valued at $50,000. 

There is a proposition under consideration to 
convert the present house of worship of the 
Twenty-figth Street Baptist Church into a Scan- 
dinavian headquarters for the Northwest. It is 
to be remodeled and to be occupied as a theo- 
logical seminary, publishing house, aud church. 
In the meantime, as a part of the movement, the 
Twenty-fifth Street Baptist Church is to remove 
south to s location near Twenty-ninth street, 

where a new house is to be built. The title of 
the house is at present in the Baptist Union, to 
which it was conveyed a short time since, to- 
gether with an indebteduess of about $10,000.

The Education Committee 
reported the number of schools in operation at 
890, with 173,650 scholars; Sucday-schools, 5,993 ; 
scho 700, 210. The Connectional Suaday- 
school Union had been orzanized the past year, 
end about 1.000 schools had joined it, Upon the 
project of consolidating all the Conference Com- 
mittees of Review into one committee, to- 
be 00 of ministers and laymen, 
it was reported that the action of the district 
meetings, to which it had been submitted for 
approval, were almost unanimously against it, 
and preferred instead the admission of laymen to 
the Confereoce. The Commistee agreed in re- 
questing the Conference to appoint a mixed 
Committee to consider the subject of lay repre- 
sentation. The Home Mission Comittee re- 
ried the erection of twelve new chapels in 
don and suburbs, where mission work had 
been very successful the past year. Ninety min- 
isters were now employed. The increase of 
members had ben 900; 153 Sacday-schools had 
been instituted; 600 regular aud 118 cottage 
services begun at mission stations. ‘len chapels 
were in course of construction, and the receipts 
bad been £31,257. The number of church mem- 
bers was reported at 353,443; on trial, 26,524; in- 
crease, 6,366. Tue lrieb Conference, a subordi- 
nate brauch of the Euglieh Wesleyan conaection, 
has adopted a plan of lav representation, subject 
to the approval of the British Conference, and 
the adjustment of legal difficulties. 


Rev. P. F. Stevens, of South Oarolina, during 
the month of July has organized six Reformed 
Episcopal Churches amoug the freedmen, with a 
total membership of 539. These congregations 
are all in a small territory. Mr. Stevens, in te- 
porting to Bishop Cummins these facts, says: 
“Tam sure that these numbers will be m- 
creased considerably at several of these points.” 
The churches he bas put under the charge of 
two preachers, assisted bya lay reader. Mr. 
Stevens learns that other congregations are 
about to form. Aug. 14 he held a convocation of 
all the organized cougregatioos, three delegates 
being present from each. The Monthly Hecord 
(Protestant Episcopal), of South Carolina, 
claims that these congregations were lost to the 


the Board of Miesions to act promptiv in 
the appointment of a Missionary Bishop. It says: 
“When the question of giving some more com- 
pact and effective organization to the black and 
colored people of the South came up ia New 
York, at the meeting of the Board of Missions 
last fail, it was suggested by the Bishop of 
North Carolina that a Miesionary Bishop be at 
once- chosen. consecrated and put in charge of 
the work. Soarcely any favor was shown to the 
proposition, and some of its chief opponents 
were men from the South. As usual nothing 
was done. These meu little thought that imme- 
diately upon their action becoming known a 
clandestine correspondence would be begun be- 
tween Dr. Cummios and the ex-pastor of several 
of these congregations in bis diocese, resulting 
in the final seceasion of pastors and people from 
the Protestant Episcopal Church to the so-cailed 
Reformed Church. Bat such was indeed the 
consequence of it, and while we write there are 
from six to eight of these colored congregatious 
just awaiting the consecration of a Bishop over 
them by Dr. Cummins. The very plan which 
was vainly urged by our Bishop on the Board of 
Missions-has been promptly seized upon by the 
schismatics, and a golden opportunity thus lost 
tothe Church by the mistake of some of her 
best men.”

THE ISSUE IN 1876. “i 

The Ohio election of 1875 has more than 
an ordinary interest to political parties and to 
the country generally. For along time it 


‘| seemed as if parties would lose their dis- 
| tinctive features for the want of opposing 


measures upon which to divide. What 
should be the issue of 1876 was 1 
perplexing question. Reconstruction 
been er the color-line had been 
practically obliterated; the President had 
silenced the third-term cry; and there was 
even peace in Louisiana. Congress had been 
for years grappling with the currency ques- 
tion and the general financial policy of the 
country. But on these subjects there were 
no clearly-defined party divisions; the op- 
ing xactions were composed of men of 
both parties. The fiercest Democrats and 
ex-Confederates stood side by side with But- 
ler and Logan in favor of inflation, while 
other Southern Democrats voted resolutely 
with New England and Ohio Republicans 
in favor of the opposing policy. It was 
impossible to get up a vote on that 
question on which Democrats and Re- 
publicans would divide as parties, and yet 
that was the subject, of all others, in which 
the whole American people were most inter- 
ested. It promised a geographical division. 
In the Eastern States, the Republicans, as a 
body, and a majority of the Democrats, 
favored a return to honest money and honest 
payments; these were backed up by portions 
of the South and W The people of the 
Western and Southern States, however, were 
understood—and were so represented—as 
favoring inflation and expansion. Parties 
were drifting along in this undecided and 
distracted way, demagogues seeking to make 
themselves conspicuous by Communistic ap- 
peals to the thoughtless. At last the attention 
of the country was arrested and brought to 
a calm and deliberate consideration of the 
subject by the President in his message 
vetoing the bill inflating the currency. The 
good sense of the people was at once directed 
in aclear and intelligent way to the danger 
whichethreatened the country. The President 
called a halt in his veto message. Politicians 
stopped in their drifting. Men looked at the 
great question and weighed the consequences 
to result, not only from proposed action, but 
from inaction. 

At this juncture the Democratic State Con- 
vention in Ohio, on the 17th of June last, 
startled the country by a bold and unmistaka- 
ble declaration in favor of an indefinite issue 
of greenback scrip, a permanent stoppage of 
specie payments, the abolition of National 
Banks, and the subjection of the trade and 
commerce of the country to the curse of 
a dishonest, fluctuating, and irredeemable 
paper currency. It was a bold, if not a new, 
departure ; it was the re-enactment of the old 
Democratic platform of 1868, which had been 
rejected by the people; but it was never- 
theless a startling definition of a distinct 
policy by the Democratic party. It left no 
room for doubt or quibbling. It was a 
declaration in the name of the Democratic 
party of a great State in favor of dishonest 
money interminably. \ 

The contest in Ohio ceased, therefore, to 
be a mere contest between ALLEN and Harzs. 
They were the selected champions, it is true, 
but the whole country became anxious spec- 
tators ; and, not content with the strife 
within the ropes, the battle has been going 
on among the spectators in every State. The 
Ohio Democrats have furnished the issue for 
1876. If the Democrats carry Ohio, or are 
beaten. by only a small majority, the issue in 
1876 will be upon the currency question,—a 
return to honest money or the increase and 
perpetuation of the dishonest scrip. 

In Ohio the Democratic party has suffered 
considerably by the new departure, and the 
Republican party has not escaped the de- 
moralization. Those Republicans who dur- 
ing the last ten years of loose morals and in- 
considerate action of Congress upon the cur- 
rency question have drifted off to inflation 
and wild-cat and reckless speculation find 
themselves compelled to vote against the Re- 
publican party, in order to vote for irredeem- 
able and unlimited greenbacks; while the 
Demecerats who have been educated in the 
Jackson and Benton doctrine of hard and 
honest money are brought face to face with 
the new Democratic policy of rags. There 
is, however, no escape from the issue; and 
the men of both parties thus compelled to 
take sides on the currency question against 
their own party must either vote against 
their convictions or abstain from voting 
at all. 

So throughont the country. Democrats 
and Republicans in all the other States rec- 
ognize the importance of the election in 
Ohio. Ohio is one of the few debatable and 
yet decisive States. Should the rag-money 
policy prevail in Ohio, or be defeate by a 
scant majority, then, backed by the Southern 
and Western States, and despite the objec- 
tions of the Eastern States, the Democratic 
party will not only enter the campaign of 
1876 with a rag money platform and a rag- 
money candidate for President, but rag- 
money candidates for Congress and State

The issue thus defined by the Democrats, 
and by them forced upon the country, must 
be met by an equally decisive platform and 
candidates by the Republican party in favor of 
redeemable and par money, and a speedy re- 
turn toit. This cannot be avoided. The 
Democrats will leave no room for equivoca- 
tion or double meaning. The issue between 
the two great parties will be sharply defined, 
and the candidates must be men so 
connected with the policy as to leave no 
room for any uncertainty. 

Thus the Ohio election will probably fur-

THIS FALL’S CITY ELECTION, 

The simultaneous meeting of the Jeffer- 
sonian Club, representing the local Demo- 
cratic party, and of a number of gentlemen 
who have been actively idontified with the 
Republican party, has outlined with a good 
deal of certainty the local political campaign 
for the coming fall election. Each meeting, 
acting independently of the other, resolved 
upon a similar line of action. It was deter- 
mined, in effect, by both not only to hold a 
city election m November, as required by the 
old charter, but to run Republican and Dem- 
ocratic tickets. 

We hope and presume that it was the pur- 
pose of both bodies to break down the com- 
bination of the corrupt elements of the two 
parties which, under the name of the Peo- 
ple’s party,” carried the city two years ago. 
This combination has been going to pieces 
for some time through its rottenness and cor- 
ruption. Its principal members have been 
toppling each other over in the general 
scramble for spoils and plunder. The for- 
eign Know-Nothing element has asserted it- 
self with so much impertinence as to disgust 
the more respectable Irish, German, and 
Scandinavian citizens as well asthe American- 
born. There is no organized constituency be- 
hind the office-holders to hold them accountable 
for the honest administration of public affairs. 
In fact, there is a general dissatisfaction on 
all sides with the present irresponsible no- 
party system, and a general desire that it 
shall be thrown overboard. 

The first question that has puzzled the lo- 
cal politicians this year has been whether or 
not to hold a city election. The complications 
arising from the forced and fraudulent adop- 
tion of the charter of 1872 are responsible for 
this puzzle. The charter of 1872 fixes the date 
of the city election in April, and provides for 
the biennial election of the Mayor in such 
manner that under it Mr. Cor vm would hold 
his office until a year from next spring, or 
eighteen months beyond the time for which 
he was chosen. It is generally supposed, 
and with good reason, that the adoption of 
the charter of 1872 was favored by many 
members of the present City Government on 
account of the extension of their official 
terms which it would provide. But the 
courts have stepped in and rendered this 
phase of the matter exceedingly doubtful. 
Two of the Circuit Judges have given it as 
their opinion that the charter of 1872 
was irregularly and fraudulently adopted, 
and a judgment of ouster has been 
rendered against the city office-holders by 
the lower Court. The city ials have ap- 
pealed to the Supreme Court, but, pending 
this appeal, the charter of 1872 is de facto in 
force. If the Supreme Court shall sustain or 
reverse this judgment before the time for 
holding the fall election, there will be no 
further question about it; the election will 
either be held, or not held, according to 
whether the charter of 1872 or tke old charter 
is decided to be in force. But, during the 
uncertainty as to the final judgment of the 
Supreme Court, and with a strong probability 
that the charter of 1872 will not be sus- 
tained, it is manifestly better that the people 
should prepare to elect a new set of city of- 
ficers on the regular day. A failure to do so 
would be to extend the power of the present 
city officials for two years, even zin case the 
charter of 1872 were set aside subsequently 
to the date of holding the election under the 
old charter. 

This is the course advised by the gentle- 
men who met at the Pacific- Hotel on Friday 
evening in the interest of the Republican 
party, and it will unquestionably be adopted 
by the Republican Central Committee, who 
are empowered to call a convention. That 
Convention will be called upon to nominate a 
full municipal ticket,—Mayor, City Treasurer, 
City Attorney, City Collector, and twenty 
Aldermen, one from each ward in the city. 
The Republican Convention can scarcely fail 
to be actuated by the single purpose of nom- 
inating the best and most capable men for the 
various positions. The Republicans under- 
stand that the purpose of returning to party 
nominations is to correct the svils that have 
grown out of the wild-cat, no-party move- 
ment. They also understand that the Repub- 
lican party, as a party, will be held account- 
able for the conduct of the men whom they 
place in charge of public affairs, and that the 
result will accrue to the benefit, or turn to the 
disadvantage, of the party in its State and 
National relations. They know that victory 
in the city election will depend largely upon the 
personal strength and character of the candi- 
dates, and the public confidence which they 
are individually able to ; and 
will not dare to risk party defeat by the nom- 
ination of incompetent or unfit men. 

Every man who has been identified with 
the Republican party in the past, and who is 
in fayor of good government in the future, 
will be gratified at the announcement of this 
programme. The Republicans are unques- 
tionably in the majority in this city when the 
party is properly organized and all of its 
members act together. The nomination of 
such men as will command t and gen- 
eral confidence for the control of city affairs 
will certainly unite the entire strength of the 
party, and insure success whether opposed by 
the Jeffersonians, or the "or the 
conglomerate riff-raff that has had chief con- 
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parts of the city, will have a place 
on the Commission. We would suggest 
that while the Commission are en- 
gaged in their work it would be a 
good plan to test the foundations of some of 
the heavier buildings in the South Division— 
notably the Pacific Hotel, the Palmer House, 
Lakeside building, Tzarsunz building, and 
also some of the massive structures on Wa- 
bash avenne—which course would throw 
much light on the subject of their investiga- 
tion, as these buildings rest upon the ordina- 
ry stone and mortar foundations, and have 
not the advantage possessed by the more solid 
concrete used in the Custom-House. Let the 
work be thorough and practical, and the citi- 
zens of Chicago need have no fears for the 
result. 


THE CEDAR-POST PAVEMENTS. 

Since the revival of the discussion relative 
to street-pavements, which is one of the most 
important practical topics for our citizens to 
consider at the present time, we have sent to 
Detrvit for information concerning the cedar- 
posts which have been substituted to some 
extent for the pine blocks in the wooden- 
pavements. We find that the Detroit Board 
of Public Works have used the round cedar- 
blocks for the past four years, and have laid 
them on twenty different streets this year. 
No other blocks are now used at Detroit, and 
no pine whatever. The cedar-posts have been 
found to be much more durable, and the ex- 
perience of Detroit thus far would indicate 
that they last about twice as long as the pine 
blocks. The reason for this is that the 
decay of the wooden-pavements is due 
more to the rotting of the wood than 
to the ordinary wear and tear of travel, and 
it is notorious that cedar lasts longer under 
ground than any other soft wood. It has 
been noticed in the worn pavements which 
have been taken up that the wood has rotted 
to a degree that it may be scooped out like 
mud after being down a few years. This 
would scarcely occur with cedar. As to the 
wear and tear, itis believed that the round- 
ness of the cedar blocks would enable them 
to bear the pressure against the edges better 
than the square pine blocks. An objection 
urged against the cedar at one time was, that 
it would emit an offensive odor; but the ex- 
perience in Detroit has proved the contrary. 
There is no odor whatever. 

We give special prominence to the demon- 
strated advantages of the cedar-posts over 
the pine blocks because there is much new 
paving and repaving to be done in Chi- 
cago within the next year or two to 
make the streets passable, and it is 
to the interest. of property-owners to 
avail themselves of the experience of other 
cities. It is the more necessary that property- 
owners generally should understand the com- 
parative methods of the different kinds of 
paving, because much of the work is done by 
private contract, and not by the Board of 
Pubhe Works. In all these contracts the 
property-owners may dictate the character of 
the work to be done. Every circumstance 
seems to point to the cedar-posts as much 
more desirable, and especially for residence 
streets, where decay is more to be apprehend- 
ed than wear. We know of no reason why 
the cedarmposts should cost more than the 
pine blocks, and if they last twice as long, 
they are just twice as cheap. At all events, 
they are cheaper in the same proportion as 
they are more durable. 


THE PURCHASING-POWER OF GREENBACKS.. 


A person by the name of Frvoz—evidently 
not à gold-finch—has addressed a series of 
questions to Tue Trrsune through the col- 
umns of the inflation organ of this city. We 
should be glad to answer ther all, but are 
necessarily limited to those i hich Mr. 
Fmon has made himself intelligible. 

1. Fon wants us to give a single market 
quotation which, when compared with other 
market quotations, will show that the pur- 
chasing power of greenbacks varies with the 
theoretical changes of value as we give them 
in our quotations of the discount of green- 
backs.” 

This is a silly demand. Mr. Fon must be 
under the impression that nothing except 
what he calls the rise and fall of gold affects 
prices of produce. Asa matter of fact, this 
is but one of the infldences. Take wheat in 
the Chicago market, as an instance. It would 
be impossible to trace the corresponding de- 
crease or increase in price pari passu with the 
decrease or increase of the purthasing power 
of greenbacks, on account of the manifold 
other influences acting with or against the 
value of greenbacks, Thus the price of wheat 
is fixed in gold by the British market. Before 
any change is felt here in Chicago, it goes 
through several modifications. An increase 
of prices at London may be entirely absorbed 
by an increase in the cost of transportation 
from Chicago to London or to New York. It 
may also be influenced by the gold quotations 
in New York. If wheat shouldrisetwo cents 
in London, this rise might be counteracted 
by a variation in the exchangeable 
value of greenbacks for gold in 
New York. Various speculative tendencies 
might also operate to affect the price of 
wheat or corn in this market, and which 
might render the influence of the gold mar- 
ket apparently insignificant. It would be 
impossible, therefore, to fix any rule by 
which prices and the fluctuating i 
power of greenbacks could be invariably 
compared. But the variation can be readily 
discerned and described by a merchant who 


buys foreign goods in gold when greenbacks 


are worth but 70 per cent and is forced to 
sell them for greenbacks after they have be- 
come worth 80 per cent. The changes in 
the purchasing pewer of greenbacks is pain- 


fully apparent to a good many people in 


active business. 

2. Mr. Frvom also wants to know how Tux 
Tarwunz knows that gold governs prices. 
We can tell Mr. Fon how he may find out 
for himself. Let him take a thousand dol- 
lars in gold in one pocket, and a thousand 
dollars in greenbacks in the other, and go 
into any store or upon any Board of Trade in

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row, perhaps, only f as much ; when a Black 
Friday comes it will not buy more than 3-5 as 
much; and yet, next week, it will buy, it 
may be, 9-10 as much, Thus the greenback 
goes bobbing up and down, and rarely has 
the same purchasing power two successive 
days in the week. 

8. Mr. Fon then says: If prices have 
been more uniform and reliable in the U..ted 
States than in Canada or Great Britain during 
the past three years, why are you continually 
complaining about our fluctuating currency ?” 

This is begging the question. We are not 
prepared to believe the assertion upon which 
his query is based; we cannot admit that 
there has been a greater variation in the 
prices of commodities of Great Britain than 
those of the United States within the past 
few years. But what of it? Nobody claims 
that an ounce of gold always buys a ton of 
wheat or corn, regardless of the harvests or 
the law of supply and demand. 

Perhaps Mr. Frvon could understand an il- 
lustration : Suppose bread made of XX flour, 
in loaves of one full pound of sixteen ounces, 
were circulating in Chicago as currency. 
Then suppose the City Government should 
issue scrip entitling the holder to one fall 
pound of bread of sixteen ounces upon pre- 
sentation. But suppose the city uniformly 
failed to redeem its scrip, and it was re- 
deemed by the bakers and bread-brokers in 
loaves of various sizes, according to what 
they would give for the scrip,—now 
twelve ounces weight, next fourteen, now 
ten, then eleven, and soon. Then, we pre- 
sume, Mr. Fon would say that it was the 
real loaf of bread of sixteen ounces, and not 
the scrip, which depreciated and fluctuated 
in weight. He would have to do so to be 
consistent, but when he came to feed his 
wife and babies (if he has any) on loaves 
purporting to weigh sixteen ounces, but 
which were only eleven or twelve ounces in 
weight, he would have difficulty in making 
the wife believe it, with hunger gnawing at 
her vitals and the children crying for more 
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numbering thousands of the German people, 
including scholars, artists, soldiers, and 
musicians, the Emperor Wutax and the 
Royal family being the nucleus of the great 
throng, a grand colossal monument was raised 
on the summit of the Grotenberg, near Det- 
mold, in the Thuringian Forest, to the 
memory of Hermann, known to the Romans 
as Anminros, Prince of the Cheruskii, who 
first broke the yoke of Roman tyranny, lib- 
erated the German people, and united them 
in a confederacy. The great statue is typical 
of German patriotism, and it illustrates Ger- 
man perseverance and devotion to art. It 
tells a story nearly 2,000 years old, and it is 
the work of one man through a lifetime—a 
lifetime devoted to a lofty artistic ideal, amid 
the most imposing obstacles, and finally 
crowned with success and insuring imperish- 
able fame to the aged artist who commenced 
his work in youth and ended it in extreme 
old age. 

This story of German patriotism may be 
brietly told. During the pre-Christian era, 
Germany had been harassed by Jutros Casa, 
Drvusvs, and Trszervs, and the latter about 
the year 7 A. D. appointed Puntros Quin- 
Truss Varus Governor of that part of Ger- 
many under Roman rule, who immediately 
commenced the work of Romanizing Ger- 
many by imposing the severest punishments, 
levying oppressive taxes, and subjecting the 
people to every species of degradation, from 
which they had no appeal. In order further 
to Romanize them, he concentrated a power- 
ful army and marched against those tribes 
which were only in partial allegiance. Then 
Heemann, Chief of the Cheruskii, rallied the 
German tribes about him. While Vanvus and 
his legions were marching slowly down the 
Weser, the Germans had risen from the Elbe 
to the Rhine, and flocked around Hesmanx. 
They hung upon the flanks and the rear of 
the Romans, harassing them and driving 
them into confusion, until their regular order 
of march was broken. At last, Varus reached 
the pathless forests of Thuringia, where now 
stands the statue of Hzemann overlooking 
the scene of destruction and death. In these 
narrow defiles he found himself surrounded 
on every hand by the enthusiastic German 
warriors. He gave up all idea of attempting 
to subdue the insurgents, and attempted to 
escape by pressing forward. Then the im- 
mense German hordes poured down the for- 
est pathways and slaughtered them by thou- 
sands. Three days the fight lasted, and at 
the end of the third day the great Roman 
army was annibilated. Vanvus, like his fath- 
er at Philippi, fell upon his ownsword. The 
Roman yoke was broken, and German free- 
dom was born. The Romans never again 
crossed the Rhine. An English historian pio- 
tures the consternation among the Romans 
when the news of the defeat reached them : 

There was joy in Rome when mmm, in Sep- 
tember, A. D. 9, brought the news of the termination 
of the Dalmatian War, Music sounded in the streets,

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RACE AND RELIGION. 

The insurrection in the northwestern 
provinces of Turkey, which seems to blaze 
with added fury every day, is a fresh proof of 
the fact that no appreciablé lapse of time can 
efface the character stamped upon a nation 
by its race and religion. Centuries ago, the 
Turks crossed the Bosphorus. In 1453, they 
occupied Constantinople. They pushed their 
way after many decades of desperate fighting 
to the very walls of Vienna, and, when they 
were forced back to the line of the River 
Save and the Carpathian Mountains, they 
faced about once more and maintained their 
position. For more than two centuries they 
have had uninterrupted sway over the coun- 
try between the Save and the Balkan Moun- 
tains. They have garrisoned, taxed, oppress- 
ed, and ruled the people, but they have 
never assimilated them. Not a Slav speaks 
the Turkish language in his own house. Not 
a Slav devoutly accepts the Turkish faith. 
Not a Slav but hates Turkey and the Turks. 
Eight generations have been born and died 
since the yoke was riveted on the nation’s 
neck, but the hate has been transmitted from 
fathertoson. The land, the commerce, the 
productions, the very life of the Slavonic 
provinces has been controlled by Turkey, but 
the two races and the two religions are at 
swords’ points now as they were two centu- 
ries ago. The Slav and the Turk are oil and 
water. If the oil burns, as it seems to be do- 
ing now, the water will perforce evaporate. 
of the -Balkans. Force and fear are 
the only ties between the two peo- 
ples. If force conquers force and cour- 
age triumphs over fear, the ties will be 
snapped asunder. If not, two centuries more 
will see the same state of things,—a ruling 
minority, a ruled majority, each fearing, dis- 
trusting, hating the other. Race and religion 
are not matters of a moment. 

The same truth is illustrated again in Ire- 
land. A minority of Protestant Anglo-Saxons 
rules a majority of Catholic Celts. England, 
through all her centuries of occupation, has 
inspired no affection. The commerce of the 
smaller island is almost entirely with the 
larger, but the ties of the pocket have not 
touched the heart. The North of Ireland is 
settled with emigrants from England and 
Scotland, but even this section is disaffected. 
To be sure, it opposes separation, but this 
is not because it loves England more, but the 
South of Ireland less. It has been infected 
with the prevalent prejudices of race, while 
its religion keeps it apart. The Celt has even 
adopted the language of his conqueror,. but 
not the beliefs, the methods of thought, the 
habits. A deeper pit than St. George's 
Channel yawns between Ireland ard England, 
—the differences of race and religion. 

In the United States the case is different. 
One race has not seized power over the heads 
of another. Our foreign-born citizens have 
come here on the same ships, by families, not 
by regiménts, for peaceful gain, not for arm- 
ed rapine. Yet race and religion exert a 
powerful influence. Race-prejudice shows 
itself principally in cities, because it is 
in them that races, as such, enter politics 
and try to subdue and enslave each other by 
ballots instead of bullets. The only way in 
which different races and religions can exist 
peaceably together is under a free Govern- 
ment, with the ballot-box for a corner-stone, 
and civilization for an atmosphere. This 
may prevent their being enemies, but even 
this will not make them readily amalgamate. 
It takes whole generations in this country to 
perfectly blend the Celt, the Teuton, and the 
Yankee into one harmonious social and polit- 
ical life.

Harrison Ludington, though not connected with

COLONIZATION SCHEME.

WAUKESHA COUNTY. 
WHAT AN IXVALID KNOWS ABOUT IT. 
Correspondence of The Chicago Tribune. 

Waversna Country, Wis., Aug. 20.—I bave 
been here this season since early in May, and 
though I have spent the previous summers here, 
have hot until now considered myself informed 
as to the real beauties and advantages of the 
county, taken as a whole. 

CLIMATE AND AREA. 

Being an invalid of over six years’ standing, I 
have traveled north, east, west, and south dur-

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How High Can a Cat Jump? 

That birds, however apparently safely huug in 
cages, are unsafe from the skill and cunning of 
the cat, may be gathered from many inustauces 
of the extraordivary leaps they are capable of 
making to attain their prey. We are told by a 
reliable authority that when his cat was a year 
old, be was seen several days in successior to 
take bis position on a show-case 4 feet bigh. 
lheking bis chops, while watching a cavary in a 
cage, suspended from the ceiling 8 feet from 
the case. The ceiling was 11 feet high from 
the floor, and the cage an ordinary cylindri- 


cal one. While thus observing the cat, 
and thinking how remote was his 
chance of plunder, the animal suddenly 


sprang at the cage and canght his claws in it. 
His weight swuog the cage up againet the ceil- 
ing, spilling seed and water, and terrifying the 
canary. After swing.ng to and fro for several 
times the cat dropped to the floor aninjured. 
Our informant measured the dis.ance from the 
top of the cage, snd found it to be 10 feet; 80 
that the cat made an ascent of 6 feet in 8, or up- 
onan inchoe of nearly 35 degrees. The sur- 
prise bere is that the bird escaped; for it is dur- 
ing its terror, aod while beating itself fiom side 
to side of the cage, that the booked claws of the 
cat are prepared to receive it; and if any por- 
tion of the bird is caught, it is rapidly pulled 
through the wire, and the cat and bird disappear 
before the spectator can recover his agtomsh-

New Yor, Ang. 21,—The steamship City of 
Berlin, which arrived this evening, brougbt bome 


the American fifle team. The Reception Com- 


mittee, composed of delegates from the Na- 


tional and Amateur Rifle Associations, with 


the Governor's Island band and à large 


number .of invited guests, both ladies 
and gentlemen, went down the bay in 
the afternoon op a steamer placed at their dis 
posal by the Quarantine Commissioner.

The procession of a dozen or 
more steamers moved slowly up the bay, the 
City of Berlin at the head, with 
whistles blowing, bands plaving, and cheers from 
the crowds on board tbe beavily-loaded excur- 
sion-bogts which formed part of the escorting 
A salute of thirteen guns was fired from 
United States Fort Tompkins, on Staten Island, 
in honor of the team, as the vessel passed on. 
When the City of Berlin came to anchor at 

uarantine she was boarded by the Reception 
Committee andthe team taken on board their 
vesse! and brought to the city, the intervening 
time being passed in the exchange of coneratu- 
lations, speech-making, and gevera! hilarity. 
At the Battery a section of artillery belonging 
to the State militia fired a salute of forty guns 
while the team and escort disembarked. 

Soon after tne members of the team stepped 
on board the reception steamer and the cheer- 
ing nad subsided, and thev had been iutro- 
duced to the greater part of the company by 
Mr. Charles A. O' Rourke, the chronicier of their 
triumph in Beland and England, the team was 
ranged in line aud Gen. Shaler delivered 
the address of welcome. He said 
that the National Rifle Association were 
proud of the manner in which their comrades 
had borne themselves abroad, and the country 
was proud of the fact that they returned as 
victors. He then announced the programme of 
entertainment. 

Col. Giidersleeve, the Captain of the team, re- 
sponded.

THE CENTENNIAL EXPOSITION. 


Instructions from the Director-Gen- 
eral. 

Sprincrrecp, III., Aug 21.—The following let- 
ter to the Governor, from the Director-General 
of next year’s great Ceotennial Exhitition at 
Philade!phia, furnishes information of interest, 
and for that reason I send it entire: 


70 the Hon. John L. Beveridge, Governor of J \linoia— 


Sin: Numerous inquiries bave been addressed to me 
by State Centennial Boards and others engaged in 
preparing collective rej resentations of the resources 
of their States, as to the proper character and arrange- 
ment of such exbibite. I have accordiogly the honor 
to submit to you some suggestions on this point, 
which are designed to insure a certain desirable uni- 
formity among the exLibiis made by different States. 

A method which has been pureved edvantageously 
im several quarters has been to ascertain, from the 
classification, in which of ite departments the State 
has resources for orgenizing 2 display. Every such 
department has then been piaced in charge of an ex- 
pert, whose duty it became to supervise the col ecsing, 
selection; and forwarding of the objects to be exhibit- 
ed. In some cases three experts have found it prac- 

tica ble and desirable to invoke the aid of assistants in 
every county throughout their States, and in others 
they have been able to avail themselves of existing 
societies and associations. In the preparation of agri- 
cultural collections, especially, the Boards some 
of the States, with the view of securing the repre- 
sentative specimens, have thought it well to boid 
ry county or State exhibitions during 
coming autumn, in order to select from the variety 
of vroducts offered those most worthy of being for- 
warded tothe International Exhibition. In two of 
the ents at least every State should be repre- 
sented—that of agricuiture and that devoted to mining 
and metailurgy. The agricultural department will 
contain timber, fruits, cereals, animais (wild and 
tame) animal products, etc. The apartment of min- 
ing and metallurgy should comprise a complete ex- 
hibit of the geology of the State, its mineral ores, 
building-stones, soil, etc., especially of such as are 
valuable in commerce or in manufactures, Except 
when the excellence of objects of this kind depends up- 
on their size, itis desirable to avoid undue bulk or 
weight, and balf acubic foot may be taken as the 
standard of extreme size, 

As r the collective exhibition of each 
State be made in a giass case and systematicaliy 
and analytically arranged, with a view to permanent 
preservation in a State museum or in some public in- 
stitution. A scaie drawing of each case should be sent 
to this office as soon as possible, for the information 
of the Instalation Department. Seils, seeds, Cereaia, 
étc., should be exhibitedin glass vials or tubes. 

The exhibition of the growth and workings of the 
common schools and higher educational system is a 
matter of great import«nce, and full statistics concern- 

these are desired. Those to whom this department 
is intrusted would do well to place themselves in com- 
wunisation with the Hon. John Eaton, Superintendent 
of the Bureau of Education, Washington, D. C., with 
reference to the system on which the exhibition should 
be org«nized. 

Those having the care of the exhibition in the sev- 
eral States should, through the press and otherwise, 
stimulatean interest among the manufacturers and

THE GEORGIA SCARE, 


The Whole Thing Gotten up by the 
Democrats for Political Ettect. 
Special Dispatch % I'he Chicage Tribune, 

Wasurneron, D. C., Aug. 21.—The best infor- 
mation here concerning the alleged negro insur- 
rection in Georgia is that it is a scare for politi- 
cal effect. The dispatches received here furnish 
no proof of any intention to massacre. The De- 
partment of Justice has not yet received infor- 
mation from the United States Marshal, who is 
reported to be near the scene of the alleged ia- 
surrection. The following dispatch has been 
received here from a responsible Republican 


source : 

ArtanTa, Ge., Ang. 20.—The alleged insurrection 
thus far bas amounted to nothing. Ua the other hand, 
the Wulte Leaguere and Ku-Klux have made it an occa- 
sion to persecute the colored population of Washington 
and Jefferson Counties, and are continually arresting 
and throwing into prison innocent and barmiese per- 
sons who are without weapous and in a éompletely 
defenseless state, 

It is reported that Harris has been arrested, and 
that his confession implicates many prominent colored 
politicians lu the so-cailed conspiracy. It is well known 
here that these reports came dipectiy from the White 
Leaguers, who are using every effort within their pow- 
er to arouse the indignation of the white population of 
the disturbed sections, and thus consummete 
a petty war of the races. The ge- 

den have been denied their rights for some 
— past, —particulariy the richt of holding public 
meetings, —and they have simply attempted to secure

Foliowing u 
the affidavit of Leslie: 

Iam the former receiving teller of Measre. Duncan, 
Sherman & Oo., the plainti ds, and made the affidavit 
on which the attachment in the cause was “a | 
am well acquainted with Ella Shaw, the defendant. I 
do not hesitate to declare that she was the controlling 
cause of my having taken money wrongfully from the 
plaintiffs. It was her baneful influence that made 
me yield to the temptation. For her I took the 
money, and to her I delivered the whole of it, or 
nearly the whole of it. She formed a plan with me 
to this money and change it into available 
funds for use in Europe. I was to fly to Canada while 
che changed the money into English currency, or ster- 
ling bills; then she was to join me there with it and 
we were to go to Europe tegether. This was the plan 

between us. On tue th of July I took from 
plaintiffs $15,000 in gold certificates, and over 
$10,000 in currency. I gave heron that day all the gold 
certificates, over $15,000, and over $15,000 in United 
States currency. Sue promised to go to Philadelphia 
and convert the money into available funds and join 
me as soon as possible in Canada, 

Ou my way to the depot, after leaving Elia Shaw on 
that evening, I was accosted by two men, who repre- 
sented themseives to be officers. They took me lato a 
carriage and drove me to a sequestered of Central 
Park, where they searched me, and robbed me of all 
the money (about $500) that I bad reserved for my 
expenses in Canada.

THE FINANCUAL QUESTION. 


Now te Bring Greerbacks toe Par. 
To te EBdvtor of The Chisace Tribune: 

COLLINSV:LLE, III., Aug. 18.—It was hoped 
that the fvancial measures which the last Con- 
press passed would remove the money auestiou 
from the arena of public discussion; but, while 
those measures were evidently wise ag tending 
in the direction of specie-payments, there is no 
longer a doubt that the finance question is vet 
the great, absorbing theme before the people. 
It is now certain thatpas soon as Congress 
meets, the people will demand further legisla- 
tion upon this question. It ougbt to be the am- 
bition aod grand purpose of the Republican 
party to settle this question in Congress next 
winter. Todo this, a fragment of the Demo- 
cratic sidé of the House can be depended upon 
to aid the Republicans in passing such meas- 
ures as will insure the early appreciation of the 
greenbacks to gold-par; and the majority of the 
Senate, as well as the President, will certainly 
favor those measures. 

Before Congress meeis, therefore, it will be 
the part of wisdom for the Republican party to 
make an earnest and universal effor: to meet 
upon some common grounds of agreement as to 
what particular plan shall be adopted by our 
friends n Congress in the adjustment of this 
question. Nearly everybody now agrees that 
there should, at this time, be no practical cov- 
traction of our volume of currency, and the Gov- 
ernment does not contemplate any; indeed, by 
the showing of Tus Tarsune, it seems that 
there is a slow expaosion ia the volume of our 
mopey. The reai question, then, for Congress 
to grapple with, is to discover a rational method 
whereby our greenbacks will appreciate to goid- 
par, and thus beegme as good as the best money 
of the world. This condition will bonor our 
country. Our Republic now stands amongst the 
first nations of the world. In arma, in letters. 
io genius of invention, io universal intelligence, 
in the climatic advantages of practically all the 
zones, in (he possession of natural boundless 
weaith,—there is not another nation of the 
whole earth which exceeds us in all of these, and 
there are but few which equal us in any. Our 
country is grand, noble, honorable, and 
honored in every hing sed by all mankind, 
save in the trifling pittance of its 
small floating debt; and the only reason it is 
not honored in this is because it dishonors itself. 
Io its great bonded debt of billioos, the world 
honors it, and is glad to purchase ite bonds at 
par with gold; but, when its comes to ita small 
sum of only a little more taan one-sixth of ity 
booded debt,—its greembacks,—the world dis- 
bonors them, aud degrades them far beiow gold. 

This fact should stung the pride of the couvtrr. 
We are bovorable and great in ail save this 
trifling and belittling fact, aad the fac. that tae 
people are now 80 earnestly discussing this 
proves that they are not satisfied to have this 
disgrace rest upon the couviry much longer. 
Just how much will it take to wipe out this great 
pational dishonor bout a little thing? If we 
reckou our greenbacks at $4) ),000,000, and then 
say that the Goverament would evactalaw to 
pav 4 per cent interest per annum in gold on 
this sum, it would cost but $16,000,000 to brine 
our greeubacks to par,—a sun not greater thao 
the Democrats would steal in one yearin New 
York City. ' 

‘Lhere are but two possible plans of briuging 
our greenvacks to par. One is for he Govera- 
ment to borrow gold sad redeem them doilar 
for dollar. This pies. at this time, would not 
be advisable at all. The otter plau is to make 
the greeubacks a gold-inierest-bearing debt. This 
would soon bring greeubacks to goli-par. And. 
as tue benefits to fow from this result are so 
great. compared with the small amouut of inter- 
est it would aunually cost the Government, our 
party in Congress tuis wiuter should uot hesi- 
tate to take such action. The Republicans of 
Congress can, if they will. take such aciion this 
winter as will redeem the credit of the country 
from the standivg disgrace of a depreciaied or- 
rency. This is a policy to which ali sides to the 
issue in the Republican party. can agree. The 
so-called inflationists (of which the writer is one) 
cap agree to this policy, because. if it be adopted, 
it on within @ year or two, biiug our paper- 
money to gold par. without cootracting the vol- 
ume one dollar, while it will practically unlock 
and add to the volume of our ciroulating er- 
change 4 large amount of specie. The oullion- 
ists can agree to this policy, because it will haa- 
ten on specie-payments. 

This poiicy coutemp.ates that the Government 
should issue, say 4 per cent goli bonds, and a- 
cept greenbacks therefor at par, and that these 
bonds spould cireulate as currency. Substan- 
tially, this is the plan suggested by Tur Tano 
some months since; oulv I would suggest that 
the bonda be of denominations ranging, sav.frum 
1, 00 downward to $10 or $20. If it is suggested 
that these bonds would be boarded for their in- 
terest, I think that the people would soon ac- 
quiré the habit of passing them fiom hand to 
band, with an allowance for accrued interest 
where the sums were large; and, where they 
were small, the interest would be vo inducement 
to bold them. But, without going into details, 
I hope to see our writers on the financial ques- 
tion discuss the general merits of this plan. 
Since Tus Irisuns suggested it, it bas been 
very favorably noticed by many journals, aud. 
withous doubt, it is favorabiy entertained by 
many of our party-! 

What is wanted pow, aod what must be at- 
tained before Congress meets, isa well-defined 
purpose, or plan, to work to. There can be no 
plan suggested but some objections may be 
urged ageinst it. And what is wanted is for the 
press and leaders of the party «_roughout the 
whole country to reduce their treatment and 
writings upon this subject to method. Of the 
hundred plans suggested to bring our paper to 
par, nope seems 80 rational and practicable as 
that suggested by Taz Trisune. Practically, it 
emouocts to this: that we convert our green- 
backs into a jow-interest-bearing debt, witbout 
dertroying their capacity as & convenient medi- 
um of exchange. I bope to see our press and 
writers generaily investigate this plan candidly 
and pass upon it. What our party ought to do 
is to come to a unit of feeling aod views upon 
the pulicy to be advanced in Congress, aod then 
all the perty’s etrength can be utilized when 
Congress meets. L.

The present suspension was not cansed, as 
is ordinaily the case, by o failure of the 
banks to redeem their bills, because the banks 
have all come iato existence—at least their issue 
bas—since the depreciation of the legal-tenders;

for it, and this relievea the subject of much of 
ite complexity, 

Owing to the very peculiar relations of our 
National Banks and bank notes to the Government 
and the legal-tenders. I believe that the resump- 
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gold. and the country would soon be on the high

and, afte: enlarging on their perils, be deciares 
it to be of great importance to the glory of God 
and the sanctification of the colony, that the 
Governor and his wife neither give such enter- 
tainmeuts por countenance them by their pre- 
sence. “ Nevertheless,” adds the mentor. 
„since the »outh and vivacity of mademuiseile 
their daughter :¢quired some diversion, it is 
permitted to relent somewhat, and induige her 
ina little moderate and proper dancing, pro 
vided that it be solely with persons of her own 
sex, aud iu the presence of madame ber mother; 
but by no means in the presepce of men or 
youths, since it is this mingliog of eexes which 
causes the disorders that epring from balls and 
dances.” Private theatricals in any form are 
next interdiwied to the young laay. The 
‘bishop tuao passes to the subject of 
ber dress, and exvoses the abuses against 
which she is to be guarded. “The luxury

cause, by order of her husband. she had curled 
the bair of ber niece, and attired her aiter a 
worldly fashion.“

more balis were not long in following; and, 
worse yet, sundry comedies were evacted under 
no less distinguished patronage than that of 
Frontenac, the Governor.

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Making Up the Oompiexion.

A very curious industry io Paris, and one that 
is more extensive than might be supposed frum 
its usture, ia that of painta, penciis, and pow- 
ders for making up the complexion.

The ordinary meth- 
od of daubiug the face, first with a white paint, 
and then with rouge, finds no favor with the 
copsummate artists who teach the use of these 
beautifying compounds. For whitening the 
skin, à preparation is shown that is composed of 
some insoluble powder in a liquid; tae bottle 
must first be weil shaken aed a very small 
quantity of its contents must then be taken on 3 
ne old linen mg or bit of cotton aud rubbed 
round aod round till the preparation has pene- 
trated the skin thorougbly. This wash makes 
the complexion beautifully white, withoit a 
trace of the flouriness of powder or oidivary 
paint. It is very costly, beiug sold at $12 
for a small bottle-full. Next comes the 
rouge, which is also very costlv, being valded at 
$18 for a box of the best quality. m this 
superfine article the grades descend through 
different prices till we reach the coarse 60- cent 
rouge, which no well-bred beauty woald conde- 
sceud to use. Different shades of rouge 
are sold for different occasions; there 
is a shede for daylight, one for the 
theatre, one for tbe ball-room, one 
for the race-course, ete. Then we have a scar- 
let liquid used for coloring the lips, and a black 
powder for blackening the edges of the eyelid ; 
this last requires some dexterity in ita use, as it 
must be out on as @ powder and then delicately 
‘“‘washed in with a fing; linen rag 
and lukewarm water. Black and brown 
pencils are used for marking the arch 
of the eye beavy, and s pencil of del- 
icatest bine comes for tracing the veins on the 
white surface of the painted skim. To aid in 
this last crowning touch of the whole artistic per- 
formance, achart has been prepared which gives 
with medical accuracy the position of eyerv 
vein in the human face, neck, and chest. 
The negative quality of harmleseness is 
claimed for most of these pigments, vet 
deaths from too free a use of them are not un- 
commoo.

langing. There seemed no possible way of sep- 
arating them; they never fell out with each 
other in the natural course of events; they 
never fought when drunk. as other friendly 
roustabouts sometimes did, for the Carmi 
Chums never got drunk; there never sprang up 
any coolness between them because of love for 
the same lady, for they did not seem to care at 
all for female society, unless they bappened to 
meet some old lady whom one might love as a 
mother rather than as a eweetbeart. Even pro- 
fessional busybodies, from whose presence 
roustabouts are no freer than church-members, 
were unable to provoke the Carmi Chums even 
to suspicion, and those of them who attempted 
it too persivteutly were likely lo heve a difficulty 
with the slighter of the Chums.
